The recent death of J^anta Anna re- 
calls to mind the early struggles of the 
in&nt republic of Teza!<, when her 
Iloustons, her f'roeketts. lier Latnars, 
her Travisesand her Eumets w ere bat- 
tling against fisarfal odds for the liberty 
antl independence of the youofr .\me*ican 
settlement. Under the leadership of 
these gallant men, ftlty tlMmsand Texans, 
withont oiganintion, wlthoot a regular 
army, navy, national credit, or even 
national recognition, carried on a war 
with eight millions of people, pooeasing 
almost unlimited contn>I of men, money 
and material, and ('<>!nnian<!ed by able 
leaders, with t^anta Anna at their head. 
Tbe war wa« lon^, uad mnuj times 
doubtful, preisentinir many instances of 
hefbic pfTort, brilliant triumph and 
frlorious martyrdom. The brutal, c^- 
anlly niunler of Colonel Fannin's com- 
mand, the victory of San .Tacinto and the 
mas.sacre of the Alamo coiistiitted thril- 
ling chapters in the record of the young 
republic's jwbievements. Few of these 
iiicid* nts potwetw a more topical interest 
than the event known the "Massacre 
of the Afanno." The detaila, however, of 
this bloody eata.ttrsphe are meager and 
unsatisfactory. Two of the ill-fated 
ganiacm only survived the horrors of the 
maasacje, and their narratives, with the 
reluctant admission made by the Mexican 
batchers, are all that has oaie down to 
us U) give the story of the brave men's 
martyrdom. It was tbe aim of the Mexi- 
can tyrant to place t!ic -^ a! of deatli 
upon the lips of hi« unhappy captives, 
fully intending that not one should live 
to tell the Moody story. 

In January, 1836, >Santa Anna, with a 
large army, commenced the invasion of 
the territory of the rcbellioos state. 
Tue little .settlement railed the volun- 
teers hastily together to meet the threat- 
ened danger. Colonel Travis, with a 
detachment of picked men, was sent for- 
ward to the town of San Antonio to 
watch the movements and retard the ad- 
i vance of the enemv. The colonel had 
i just arrived at his jost :iii<l di>ix>.sed hi- 



I daily threatenetl, ami the little garrison 
was kept constantly under arma^ leady 
to repel any attack, and the expomte 
told fearfully uiHin their strength, ^seon 
the stoutest heart tiegun to reltze that 
defeat and destruction were inevitable. 
The Mexicans had hoisted tlie bhu k fi.iix 
as an assurance that no quarter would be 
given, but not a -man quailed, each re- 
.s<-ilvinjf to tlie as hecanie :i Texan jiritriut. 

On the fifth of March Colonel rravLtf 
addreMd a last appeal to the country, 
and .sent it throuph the Mexie.in lines 
under cover of darkness. He .--aid : 

"I am still here in a.s fine spirits a 
could be expected, with one hundred and 
eighty men. I have held the place ten 
'lays against more than thirty times oar 
•minljer, and I will continue to hold it 
until I pet relief from my countrymen, 
or will j>erish in the defens<>. The black 
fia{ which i.s borne by the enemy gives 
tokoii that the fight is to be one o 
exterminatiwn against rebels." 

TDM^ddreas had been prepared early 
in the eveninjs, approved by all the ofli- 
cers, a number of copies made, and one 
oftheaKietakiUfiil rMers ftt ^ eom- 
iiiand l«(l voliinteert d toearry it throimh 
tbe enoniv H lines, llie niglit was dark 
and a thrilling storm of rain mi dcet 
was fallinp, ■whi ii 'lIic courier mounle<l, 
and gave the parting words to his coinf 
radee. Colonel Travis standfaig beside 
him, with folded arms, looking ste.idily 
to the right, where the long lines of 
Mexican camp fires blazed in the dark- 
ness. 

"Goed-bye!" cried the messenger, 
he preawd the flanka oi his horse, and 
bennded away. 

"Wait a moment," cried Colonel 
Travis, suddenly awaking from his 
reverie. "AVait a moment. I want to 
.send one more letter." 

He sat down and rapidly wrote a brief 
letter to an intimate friend, setting forth 

thi ir 'It-iiHTiit.' condition, the danger of 
uiai>i»ore, and closed with this message. 

"Take care of my little boy. If the 
country i.; <.nved. ami I siirvivi- the pr. s 
eiit pt riL I may yet make him a .splendid 
fortune; hm if tiic country should lie 
lojt, and I .should perish, he will have 
nothing left but the proul recollection 
that beis the son of a man who died for 
his eonatry." 

These wore the last words ever written 
hy the gtllanl colonel, and thr letter was 
for nuiny years dieriahed by the orphaned 
hoy as one of the mm^t valued relics of 
his lariientcd [..innt. 

Meanwhile the bombardment was pro- 
gressing bat slowly, and the Mexicans 
grew impatient. Their overwlielminp 
strength, the weakncv and eThaiistion ol 
theganismi, ami tht ir preed for Kjieedy 
revenge, prompted an immediate assault, 
and Buiday, March 0th, 1836, waachosen 
as the day for carrying the purpose into 
execution. 

The unusual activity in the Mexican 
e;imp attractt d tlie attention of <'oI. 
Ti-'«vis"at an early huur i« the nMrrning, 

jand !.< at once ooneiaded that an assault 
wati intended. 

The little garrison was stationed in the 
most advant.iL'eous manner ]H>s,-ili!c. and 
the coloiifi deli vcretl a .stirring addresH, 
exhorting them all ta do their duty, and 
die as became ;i people worthy te be free. 

The men res|x)n<led with cheers, and 
htdd a hurried consultation, at which it 
was unanimooaly agreed to fight until 
the last man, and when no further re- 
sistani i' was jios^ihle, il w;is agreed that 
the survivor ;<bould fire tbe magazine 
and all periah together. 

At -iinri-ie the enemy swarnuil out 
from behind their workn, and the long 
lines of assanlt formed almost within 
musket range of the walls of the Alamo, 
and completely enveloping the little 
fortifiration. The cavalry was formed 
in the rear of the infantry, with drawn 
.sabers, and orders to cut down all who 
faltend in the advance. Under cover of 
a heavy fire from tj^dr .batteries, the dark 
columns moved forward 'to tbe aasaalt — 
four thousand against one hnndm^ ^nd

On, on, came the dark lines, a steady 
fire of musketry fliuhing from their rank*; 
but the «lence of death reigaed within 
the Alamo, .\inmunition was scarce,

superior in tuimliers. and ho accordingly 
withdrew his little force into a strong 
«Mtte balUing in the ouL»kirta of the 
town, known as tlie Alamo. This bnihl- 
ing was constructed by the Jesuits to 
serve the double purpose of a for' . n i 
church, and was exceedingly well calcu- 
lated for an obstinate defense. Its walls 
were of ^tone. 10O feet long and V20 feet 
wide, and fourteen small pieces of artil- 
lery defenderl its approaches. The place 
was supplied w it h water by two aque- 
ducts which led from the San Antonio 
river to Ae interior of the works. 

It wap^m^ 4Us Ineloaare th|i^ Colonel 
Travis witfadsesr his little array and 
awaited the^e<ic«n atWck. In the 
meantime the men wen employed in 
strengthening the fortification, throwing 
up new works, and practicing the artil- 
lery, which was so successful that the 
gunneia obtained a perfect range of every 
foot of ground commanded by their puns. 

Celonel Travis, however, telt the iu- 
suAeieney in nombers, and resolved to 
call for aid. He therefore jircpared a 
stirring appeal, which a trusty scout car- 
ried safely through the Alexican lines 

and pabliahed in the Mexican news- 
papers. 

In the meantime the Mexican army 
drew thne lines of investment closer 
around tbe little fort. Fresh troo(^ 
were i)Ouring into his camps, nt w iiat- 
teries sprung up in every direction, and 
a C(Hdoa ofofliMMive wrvks nearly encir- 
cled t he doomed garrison. The boml^ar 1- 
ment was constant, and grew more f uri- 
ous every hoar a« batteries maltiplied 
and new guns were placed in positioD. 

Travis continued to send scouts 
throagh^tbeebemy's line with tiw ad- 
dress, and on the morning of the first o 
March, Captain John W. Smith, with 
thirty-two men, cut bis way through the 
Mexican fines and joined the garrison, 
which increased tbe efiective force to one 
hundred and eighty men. 

Day after d.ay, without an hour's ces- 
sation, the Mexican artillery thundered 
ttpoDtb* Uttle fort Aa tedt wab 



less severe, as the number of brave men 

had lieen sadly reduced ; but the y.iwninp 
gaps were tiiiickly closed uji, the living 
pressed forward to fill the places of the 
dead, and the terrible column swept to 
tbe very foot of the wall. 

With a shout of exultation, fuller o 
vengeful hate than the whoop of an 
American savapre, they planted the .scaling 
ladders, and, maddened with excitement 
and frenzy, swarmed over the fortifica- 
tions upon the struggling patriou, and 
commenced the butchery. 

There was no giving way, no stejis 
backward, ne cry for i]uarter. Though 
as one to ten. they continued the fight 
wTth clubbed muskets, and died shout- 
ing for Texas. The brave Colonel Travis 
was almost the first to fall af'er an 
entrance was eflected. "(Jtxl save iny 
country, and bless my boy," were the 
la.st words he uttered. 

The death Wtirk was rnpiil, nnA in five 

uiiuules .-carccly a doieii TexaiiB were 
left alive. iSeeing this. Major Evans 
hastened with a lighted torch to fire the 
niaga/.ine as had bciii previously arf 
ranged, iie reached the sitot, and was- 
on the point of applying the torch, when 
he was rid'Metl witli bullets. The half 
dozen who now remained were «»ver 
|Miwered, disarmed, and the capture of 
the .Mamo was complete. 

The bound captives were carrio<l into 
the presence Of Barta Anna, who heaped 
uism them every eonceiv.i})!.' insult, and 
finally ordered them to be taken outside 
the camp and murdered. Among the 
prisoners was the celebrate<l David 
Crockett, who was captured with his 
celebrated rifle, "Itet.-H-y," which bad 
Ijeen the pift of a cltih of I'liiladi liihia, 

The order was brutally executeil. and 
Mrs. Dickinsor, wife of Lieutenant 1 >ick- 
insoD, one of the officers, her infant chii<l, 
a servant ef Ck>l(mel Travis, and two 
Mexican women who were employed by 
tbe garrison, were all who remained of 
tbe one hundred and eighty who had 
foiipht So LMll.iiitly for 'revan lil.crty. 
I'.ut tliey were not unavenged, lor before 
the walls lay the liodies of five hundred 
and twenty of the enemy, while eiirht 
hundred and fifty more lay wounded in 
their camps. 

Thu"< fell the .Mamo. In two hours 
Irom the lirst signal of assault, all was 
over. It was ."^anta Anna's last triumph 
over Texas, for in less than two months 
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Cieneral Houston won tbe battle 
Jacinto, and the .Me.\i<'an butcher came 
a trembling captive into the patriot cump 
to beg for the prolongation of a life his 
crimes bad many times forfeited. 

In the churchyard at San Antonio is a 
plain small granite stone, erected by pri- 
vate parties. l>earinp the in.-crir>tion : 
"8acred to the memory of iho.se who fell 
at the massacre of the Alamo."
